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GLADIOLUS. 

For the convenience of Amateurs selecting varieties to flower at different seasons, I have divided the 
Gladioli into two sections, the early and the late flowering. Among the early flowering section are some 
of the showiest of the whole genus, dwarf in character, exceedingly brilliant in colour, and admirably adapted 
for cutting; by the time these have done, the Ramosus varieties begin to expand their gorgeous flowers ; 
and before they have finished, the Gandavensis and Brenchleyensis make their appearance, forming a 
succession from about the first week in May until September. The innumerable varieties of Gandavensis 
are not enumerated here, but it embraces every variety worth growing. The early varieties can be planted 
in autumn or early spring, and covered during severe frosts; the late flowering varieties can be planted from 
February to April. In dry soils the varieties of Ramosus, Brenchleyensis, Colvilli, and Byzantinus, can be 
left in the ground, if protected, but in damp cold soils they are best taken up. 

Visitors to the Health Exhibition during June and July, had a good opportunity of 
judging of the merits of this brilliant and useful family. There has never been such a 
complete collection and such quantities exhibited before, and all cut from the open ground. 
My daily exhibition of cut flowers, bulbs, and herbaceous plants extended over 4 months, 
and was the largest ever seen, as the various reports in the Horticultural and daily papers 
fully testify. 

EARLY FLOWERING. 

Among these are some of the most useful of this group, flowering in May and June when flowers are 
greatly in demand. For cutting purposes they are invaluable, as they will last in water for w'eeks after 
being cut; and as the flowers are smaller than the Gandavensis and Brenchleyensis, they make up well for 
bouquets. They are hardier than most of the Gladiolus, but will not stand severe winters without covering.

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IXIAS. 


The following groups, viz.—Ixia, Sparaxis, Babiana, Tritonia, & Freesias occupy such an important position 
amongst summer flowering bulbs, and their cultivation is so simple, both in beds and in open frames, that I 
have endeavoured to make them as prominent as possible, feeling assured that they will well repay the 
little attention required. The only difficulty attending the cultivation of these groups in the open air is the 
attention required in early spring. They all make an early growth, and must be protected from frost 
and drying winds, but this is easily accomplished by means of boughs stuck in around them ; those of the 
Scotch or Spruce Fir being the best ; but, in many positions, even this is not required. Any light sandy 
soil will suit them, and they can be planted in succession from September to February, protecting with 
some light material during severe weather, removing the same as soon as the growth appears, and then 
protecting with boughs. The Ixias are exceedingly free flowering, and propagate with amazing rapidity, 
are invaluable for cutting, easily grown in pots, and produce such a combination of colour as is rarely seen 
in any other family. I have a very fine collection, and only offer those which are really first class and will 
be sure to give satisfaction. “ The Tottenham-grown Ixias, Babianas, Tritonias, and Gladiolus 
formed quite a feature during the past week at the Healtheries.” Any variety required, not 
enumerated in this list, I can supply.

They are lovely in form, 
brilliant and attractive in colour, running through the various shades of crimson, white, yellow, purple, and 
black. The flowers are exceedingly double, and as perfect in form as the finest Camellia; there is 
scarcely another family with flowers so rich in colour and so distinct in their marking as this. The Turban 
varieties should be planted from December to January, and the Persian from January to March. They will 
grow in any ordinary moist soil, in which plenty of sand should be mixed. The tubers should be planted 
about 2 inches in depth, and watered in very dry weather* during severe weather they should be 
protected with dry leaves, litter, &c., but this must be moved before the leaves appear in spring. The 
Turkish have the largest flowers, and bloom earlier than the Persian. The following are the best of the 
different groups, and formed a part of my collection of 100 Varieties exhibited at the Health 
Exhibition in May.

At the Health Exhibition during 
May and June I had hundreds of spikes, about 150 distinct kinds, mingled with Peonies, Lilies, and a host 
of other hardy flowers, almost filling one side of the great conservatory, forming a display of unparalleled 
beauty, and such that has never been seen before. A great number of species are enumerated, but there 
are still numbers of sorts that I have only a small stock of, and which cannot be offered this season. The 
bulbous Iris, especially the English and Spanish, have been thoroughly revised, and out of about seventy 
kinds of the former I have only retained about twenty-five of the most distinct. I have flowered a large 
number of new varieties of Iris Kcempferi, both single and double, some measuring 8 to 9 inches across, 
and quite new in colour; every shade can be found in this gorgeous group, which is destined to become one 
of the most popular sections of this family. As the collection of Iris is so large, and their adaptabilities for 
various soils and situations so varied, I shall be happy to make selections for hot dry soils, heavy wet soils, 
water, spring flowering, rockwork, or for general decorative purposes, in any soil or situation.

During the last few years, this family has been greatly improved, and the collection now contains some 
very beautiful plants. As they flower so very early, their value for decorative purposes or for cutting cannot 
be over-estimated ; they are thoroughly hardy and very easily grown, and cannot be too highly recommended; 
anyone wishing for a good description of this family cannot do better than refer to the various papers which 
have appeared in the Horticultural periodicals, and the coloured plates will convey a good idea of their 
beauty. For cutting purposes in mid-winter the varieties of Helleborus niger are invaluable, and should be 
grown by everyone. They should be planted in shrubbery borders on the rockery or in fact any position ; 
but where cut flowers are the first consideration, I would suggest planting a bed entirely with them, and 
when they are showing flower in November and December, cover them with hand glasses or any old frame, 
which will improve the flowers and keep them clean. Mr. Baker gave us a valuable monograph, in the 
i( Gardeners’ Chronicle ” in 1877 J and on p. 498, April 17th, 1880, there is a good paper on new varieties ; 
also in the same paper for 1879, Mr. Moore gave descriptions of between 30 and 40 varieties ; and in the 
t( Garden ” of 1878, appeared a monograph of this genus with a good coloured plate of some of the best 
varieties ; also in the same paper for July 19th, 1879, appeared a beautiful coloured plate of another set of 
good varieties, and there are other plates in preparation showing some of the newer varieties.

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HARDY TERRESTRIAL ORCHIDS. 

There are but few persons who have any idea of the beauty of many of the Hardy Orchids, or know how 
easy they are to grow. Many of the British species are very pretty, and well worth growing ; but when we 
come to Habenarias, Cypripediums, Orchids, and others, collected from other parts of the globe, our own 
sink into insignificance and will bear no comparison to them. Some of them are simply grand, their 
immense spikes, lively colours, and beautiful fresh foliage, render them exceedingly effective, and in some 
cases they are far more beautiful than their tropical allies,'which require heat to grow them in. No group of 
plants has been so much admired during the past season as this, and every one who has seen them has been 
struck with the exquisite loveliness and gorgeous colouring of some of this family. I have several beds in a 
low damp shady situation, filled to the depth of 20 inches with rough boggy peat, in which I grow the 
largest number of this family, most of which grow r luxuriantly, increasing in size and beauty every season. 
I have clumps of Cypripediums that have produced 30 flowers, and others equally as fine. The largest 
number of this family will grow in a situation similar to the one described, others require calcareous loam, 
which can be made by simply adding chalk, old mortar, &c. ; others like a little sun, but I have 
endeavoured to give in every case sufficient instructions to enable anybody to cultivate any they may 
choose.

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NARCISSUS. 

There is no class of bulbous plants which has become so popular during the last few years as this, 
and there is no other family more deserving, on account of its great usefulness, its hardiness, and its 
adaptability to the climate of this country. They can be used for the rockery, for the borders, the 
shrubbery, woodland walks, for naturalizing in almost any position or soil, by the side of streams ; 
for pots, for forcing, and where cut flowers are wanted in quantity, there is no family that can 
equal it. I here are but few sorts which cannot be grown in any ordinary border, and most*of these 
are simply botanical curiosities, so that we may consider all worth cultivating to be hardy. There 
are now hundreds of varieties, all interesting and exceedingly beautiful, and well worthy the attention 
of amateurs, as I know of no family possessing so much interest, so easily grown, and capable of being 
improved upon, so much as these. For general decorative purposes there are too many varieties, 
and as an assistance to those who do not know them, I have placed the most important in each 
group in large type, so that a first class selection can be made without any difficulty. During the 
past season Daffodils have formed an important feature at our flower shows, the crowning one was on 
April ist, “The^ Narcissus Conference,” when almost every known variety was exhibited with the 
object of identifying every variety, and simplifying the nomenclature, giving short common names 
instead of long Latin ones, which in some cases were very perplexing to the amateur. The names 
now given are the new ones, under which they will in future be known, and the names in brackets the 
old ones. I have produced a portion of the lecture delivered upon that occasion, and would recommend 
everyone wishing for further information to refer to any of the Horticultural Journals, April 5th. 

LECTURE ON NARCISSUS, delivered before the Royal Horticultural Society at South 
Kensington, April ist, 1884, by Mr. - F. W. Burbridge, F.L.S , Curator, Trinity College Botanic 
Gardens, Dublin, and formerly of the Royal Gardens and Herbarium, Kew. 

Introduction. —Having been years ago (1868) a student in the then extensive and beautiful 
gardens at Chiswick, it gives me all the more pleasure to. read a short paper here to-day. My subject 
is the Narcissus, or “ Flower of March,” the Daffodil that “ comes before the swallow dares.” Tenny¬ 
son seems undecided whether to make the Daffodil belong to blustering March or to showery April. 
We all remember his ‘ 1 Roaring Moon of Daffodils,” but in a still prettier passage he sings of 

A rosy blonde, and in a college gown, 

That clad her like an April Daffodilly. 

Around us here to-day is, without a doubt, by far the finest collection of Narcissus blossoms ever 
brought together in one place—a veritable “ Field of the Cloth of Gold,” even more brilliant than that 
one in particular which old chroniclers have described so well; and the result of this gathering is a 
focussing, as it were, of all the golden beauty which Daffodil cups may contain. Speaking of Daffodil 
colour reminds irie that this is by no means an ordinary flower show. No prizes are offered to-day 
unless, indeed, it be that “ crown of wild Olive ” which the Greeks prized more than gold. We have 
here to-day an exhibition of flowers which have come to us for very love, and not for the sake of money 
prizes—an exhibition which proves that devotion to Flora as a queen among us is as yet a living truth, 
and that among or around the hearts of all true gardeners there is woven %l a thread of twisted gold.” 

History. —It is generally believed that the earliest, or at least one of the earliest, species of this 
genus to attract the attention of the wise men and poets of Greece first, and of Italy afterwards, was 
our garden favourite of to-day, Narcissus poeticus ; hence, no doubt, its popular name of the Poet’s 
Narcissus. Both Narcissus poeticus and Narcissus Tazetta (Little Cupped Italian or Polyanthus 
^Narcissus) are mentioned by Dioscorides. Virgil also alludes to an “ empurpled Narcissus,” and 
although the exact plant is doubtful, yet it is by many believed that it was some form of N. poeticus 
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which he had in view. Of far more moment to ourselves now is the great central fact that the Narcissi 
of our own gardens are as lovely here to-day as they were when the poets of Greece and Italy first 
sang their praises. Nearly all early writers agree in treating this flower as an emblem of that beautiful 
youth whose name it bears. He is said to have slighted the Nymph Echo in favour of his own shadow, 
and Nemesis changed him into this blossom as a punishment for his self-esteem. It is a deep-laid 
myth, and a pretty one as often told to us by the poets, and in one of the best of English translations 

we are informed that the attendant nymphs were interested— 

And looking for his corpse, they only ound, 

A rising stalk with yellow blossoms crowned. 

According to Shakespeare, Proserpina let fall the Daffodil flowers she had been gathering when 
seized by Pluto, but as Prof. Mahaffy informed me some time ago,the earliest accounts of this myth 
tell us a little too much, the flowers being therein spoken of as black Narcissus, hence we must 
believe, or at least suppose, that some other flower was originally intended. It may have been some 
Fritillary which had pleased Proserpina, since even at so late a date as 1629 we find John Parkinson 
in his “Paradisus” alluding to Fritillarias as Chequered Daffodils. No doubt like Lily, Rose, and 
Violet, the names of Daffodil and Narcissus had a much wider meaning and application in olden 
times than we give them to-day. For example, Canon Ellacombe, in his “Plant Lore of Shakespeare” 
(p 57) tells us that the Rose of Sharon was the large yellow Narcissus common in Palestine and 
the East generally, of which Mahomet said, “He that has two cakes of bread let him sell one of 
them for some flowers of the Narcissus, for bread is food for the body, but Narcissus is food for 
the soul.” The name Daffodil is said by some scholars to be “simply the old English word 
« affodyle,” which signifies that which cometh early.” Dr. Prior, however, no mean authority, looks 
upon it as a corruption of the Latin Asphodelus, and thus it may be indentical with the Asphodel. 
He further tells us the name Daffodil “was subsequently confused with that of another flower, the 
so-called Sapharoun,” or Saffron Lily. By alliteration the Sapharoun Lily, on becoming blended 
with Affodilly, became, by a sort of mutual compromise, Daffadowndilly, in which form it is used 
by Spenser in the lines, “ Thy sommer proude with Daffodillies dight,” and “ Strowe the green 
round with Daffadowndilies.” Daffodil and Asphodel have, however, long been distinct enough in 
popular parlance; but there was at one time a danger of confounding them, since Markham, in his 
«* English Housewife” (1637), says, “You must be careful that you take not Daffodil for Asphodel.” 
Among the many local or country names for the Daffodil, the most common now-a-days are Lent 
Bellflower, Lenten Rose, Lent Lily, Trumpet, Trumpet flower, and Chalice flower. Culpepper calls 
it Lide Lily, because it flowereth in March, which month in some counties is called “ Lide,” 
“Lide” itself, like Lent, being an equivalent for the Spring season. Popular names have fit uses, 
but unless very carefully applied they are apt to lead us astray sometimes, and so we must always 
remember that the popular name Daffodil in all its forms, excepting the Hooped Petticoat or Rush¬ 
leaved Daffodil, which is different, is applied only to the varieties of that very variable native plant, 
Narcissus Pseudo-narcicus, the wild Daffodil of our meadows and Northern Europe, or the False 
Spurious Daffodil of Parkinson, who so called it doubtless to distinguish it from the other flat¬ 
leaved or true Narcissi, of which Narcissus poeticus and Narcissus Tazetta may be taken as types. 

Popular names of the sections. —All varieties of Narcissus Pseudo-narcissus, then, whether 
native or foreign, may be called Flat-leaved or Trumpet Daffodils. 

All forms of Narcissus Bulhocodium (the Corbulanas of some gardens) may be called Hooped 

Petticoat or Rush-leaved Daffodils. . f XT T .., . . , .. , t 

Jonquil is another popular name, belonging by right to Narcissus Jonquilla, but it may be applied to 
any true Narcissus having narrow bright green or Rush-like leaves. 

The Poet’s Narcissi are all those which have pure white perianth segments and a distinct red or 
purple rim to the shallow yellowish corona or crown. 

Polyanthus Narcissi are, properly speaking, all forms of Narcissus Tazetta.

The Colour of Narcissi. —In colour the Narcissi are not so variable as many other bulbous 
flowers We get all shades of vellow, and of white in the perianth.- One species N. Vindiflorus known 
to Parkinson, and recently re-introduced by George Maw, Esq., has greenish‘blossoms.

The culture of all the Daffodils, and of nearly all the Narcissus is not difficult, most of them are 
robust enough to increase in beauty from year to year if planted at the proper season in well-tilled soil 
Some of the dwarf and tender species, as N. triandrus , N.jnncifolius , N. Bulbocodium , (especially the 
pale forms), A. viridiflorus, N.clegans , and N . serotinus, succeed best in pots in a cool house or frame 
I he white race of Daffodils also do best in a warm sunny border, but the yellow and bicolor Daffodils* 
and nearly all the hybrid kinds, will luxuriate in the open border almost anywhere. The proper time to 
transplant Narcissi generally is June, July or August. They maybe dug up as soon as the foliage 
has withered away, and if re-planted immediately in good, well drained soil they do not suffer much if 
any, by removal. It is a good plan to mulch well with rotten manure just before flowering time and if 
you want very fine fresh flowers for show, or for decorative uses cut them whilst they are in the bud 
stage, and place them in water in-doors to expand. I may add that if you post flowers to your friends 
pack them in the bud just as they are ready to expand, they will travel far better and if placed in wate^ 
on arrival will open just as fine as if left upon the plant.”

LILIUM. 

There is no class of hardy bulbous plants so stately in their habit, so profuse flowering, possessing 
such lovely and delicate colours, and so much fragrance, as the Lily. They stand pre-eminently before 
any other hardy border plant, and arc invaluable for the decoration of the ordinary border; for the 
shrubbery, interspersed between Rhododendrons ; for swamps; for conservatory decoration ; and for 
cut flowers they are everything that can be desired. There is hardly a situation in which some of the 
Lilies will not thrive, and yet how rarely we see them grown to perfection. What can be more lovely 
than the Golden-rayed Lily of Japan, the graceful Tenuifolium , or the bold and striking Brownt , all of 
which are hardy and easily grown. The recent introductions from Japan, California, and the Rocky 
Mountains, have added man}' striking novelties, some producing stems 8 to 10 feet in height, and 
forming complete pyramids of brilliant flowers. Humboldti will grow from 6 to 8 feet in height, 
bearing from 30 to 40 flowers on a stem ; Superbum I have grown 8 to 10 feet in height, each stem 
producing 30 flowers, and Pardalinum and its varieties on heavy soil frequently attain 7 to 9 feet in 
height; and I could enumerate many other instances in which Lilies have been grown to perfection 
without any care after planting. No one has any idea of this gorgeous family, unless they have seen 
them well grown, or have had the opportunity of examining the various groups exhibited by me at the 
London Shows, especially during the past season. My daily exhibition, extending over three 
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LILIU M— continued . 

months at the Healtheries, was unparalleled for size and variety, almost every 
known hardy plant or bulb was shown; and the glowing reports of the Daily as 
well as the Horticultural Press, and the numerous Medals awarded by the Royal 
Horticultural Society, testify to the great value of my collection of hardy plants, 
proving that there is no class more varied and better adapted for the decoration of 
the garden than hardy plants and bulbs, and among the latter Lilies take the 
foremost place. 

To grow Lilies successfully, it is necessary to ascertain the conditions under which they are found 
in their native habitats. The lovely little Philadelphicum is found deeply embedded in dry sandy soil 
in full sun, while Superbum is found in moist meadows and bogs. Providing these two species are 
planted in the same soil and situation, failure must ensue with one or the other. A great number of 
Lilies will grow in any ordinary soil; a good rich loamy soil suits the largest number of Lilies, while 
others will want plenty of sand inserted so as to keep the soil free, and there are others which can be 
easily grown in ordinary soil if mixed with leaf mould or peat, so that there are no great difficulties in 
the way of growing a large number of this interesting family. In nearly all cases Lilies are more 
vigorous in growth and more brilliant in colour where they receive a partial protection from frosts, 
&c., and the flowers will last a longer time when they are sheltered from the scorching rays of a mid¬ 
day sun. The shrubbery border, among Rhododendrons ^for those requiring peat) in the mixed border 
between shrubs and herbaceous plants, where the young shoots get a slight protection from the early 
frosts, appear to be the finest positions for the cultivation of this family. I shall be happy at all times 
to render any assistance to amateurs proposing to cultivate Lilies, or, in facf, any other plants, giving 
the best situation, soil, or any other information required ; and where the selection is left to me, I shall 
always endeavour to select such kinds as are adapted for the particular spot indicated. 

For the convenience of amateurs, and as an inducement to cultivate this charming group of plants, 
I have made selections of the most showy, hardiest, and easiest grown of this beautiful family; 
selections which I am sure will give the greatest satisfaction. In making these selections I have had 
regard to succession from the first in flower, viz., Tenuifolium , until the latest, Speciosum , embracing 
a period of from 5 to 6 months ; and by adding another half dozen intermediate flowering varieties, a 
continued succession of bloom could be had for six months.

First Division — Isolirion Group. —The flowers of this section are erect and bell-shaped, flowering 
from the end of May until the middle of July, and are marked (a).

Fifth Division—Notholirion Group.—F lowers drooping funnel-shaped, intermediate between 
a Lily and Fritillaria. 

NOTE—The following prices are for good flowering bulbs, but as a rule they cannot be depended 
upon to flower unless planted in early autumn, although there are many which will flower even if 
planted in March or April, but I would strongly recommend early planting.

p.PARRYI, a new Lily recently introduced from California, which has proved to be one of extra¬ 
ordinary beauty.
